Council Chamber, 
Sept. 15th, 1913 


Council met in regular session on 
Monday evening.

work, 

Ordered filed . 

A communication was read from 
John English on behalf of his client, 
Mrs, Alfretta Derby, who had receiv- 
ed bodily at pea caused by a fall on a 
defective sidewalk on the evening of 
September 2nd. 

Coun, Carson informed the council 
that a settlement of the case bad been 
made by paying the claimant the sum 
of $15.00. 

Communication ordered filed. 

A communication was read from the 
Davis Dry Dock Co., of Kingston, in 
reference to the building of a steam- 
boat to be used on the Napanee-Picton 
route, A suitable boat would cost 
$3.500, She would be an 80 foot 
steamer, With a speed of twelve miles 
an hour, and would carry two hundred 
passengers. If $5000 could be raised 
this winter, the balance could be al- 
lowed to remain to be paid out of the 
earnings when the boat went into 
service, They would also ask a bonus 
of $500 from Napanee and Picton for

Noted Physiologist Makes an Import- 
ant Announcement to Britisl. As- 
sociation Concerning the Nerve 
Cells—Prof. Butler of Manitoba, 
Prof. Gates and Prof. Fields Also 
Take Part In Discussions. 


LONDON, Sept. 16.—(C.A.P. Ca- 
ble.)—Among those attending the 
meeting of the physiology section of 
the British Association has been 
Prof. Macallum, F.R.S., Toronto Uni- 
versity, who yesterday gave an ac- 
count of the joint discovery and in- 
vestigation into ‘a new substance in 
nerve cells,” a Canadian discovery 
which Prof. Leith, who presided, de 
scribed as most valuable. 

Prof. Macallum said the new sub- 
stance was to be found only in fresh 
nerve cells. It did not occur in any 
other kind of cell except those that 
were metomorpkosed into the modul- 
ary cell of the suprarenal gland. It 
was absent in fibrae and more abun- 
dant i- the nerve cells of the sym- 
pathetic nerve system. The substance 
itself was easily extracted from the 


cell by water or alcchol and disap- } 


peared from the dying cell. It was 
probably an expert compound and 
forerunner of adrenal. The substance 
was now known to be of first im- 
portazuce in maintaining blood pres- 
fure or the tone of the arteries. 

The theoretical importance of the 
observation lay in the fact that it 
seemed to show that nerve cells were 
secreting structures or glandular ele- 
ments, which they were not previous- 
ly supposed to be. 

Prof. Buller of Manitoba Univer- 
sity and Dr. Ruggles Gates, formerly 
of McGill, took part in the discus- 
sions of the botany section. Prof. 
Buller also contributed a paper in 
which he showed that in certain com- 
mon toadstools the structures of the 
gills underneath the cap were most 
wonderfully organized to secure suc- 
cessful liberation of seed-like bodies. 
He said that the organization of these 
fungi was just as wonderful as that 
of the orchids. 

Prof. Fields, professor of mathema- 
tica, Toronto University, gave an ad- 
‘ess to the section for pure mathe- 
matics. Dealing with the direct deri- 
vation of the complementary theorem, 
he compared the theorem he has dis- 
covered with the Riomann Roche

four setlers with their wagons and 


cumbersome ox-teams, for a distance 
of 150 miles, when they came to the 
fertile district now surrounding In- 
dian Head. Then they selected their 
homesteads, in a block, formed a 
company with themselves as the only 
shareholders, and decided, in this 
way, to work on a co-operative basis. 
Two’ of those old homesteads have 
since changed hands. They belonged 
to Miller and Williamson, who lived 
long enough to see the wheat belt move 
in jumps from the western boundary of 
Manitoba to the fertile plains of the 
Peace River Valley. 

For five years these four men work- 


ed together, and then, in 1887, the 
Dominion Government undertook to 
establish an experimental farm in 


Western Canada. In 1888 a farm of 
690 acres was purchased from a land 
company which owned sixty thousand 
acres in the Qu’Appelle Valley country, 
which extends north from Indian Head 
as far as the Qu’Appelle River. Angus 
Mackay, who assisted the Govermment 
in locating the site for the first experi- 
mental farm, was appointed the first 
superintendent, and there on the out- 
skirts of the town of Indian Head he

All That Remain of the Many Works of 
Elijah Kellogg. 

Generation after generation of our 
American schoolboys have declaimed 
“Spareacus to the Gladiators” or “Reg- 
ulus to the Carthaginians” and prob- 
ably never stopped to wonder what 
stenographer ‘among the ancients took 
down these celebrated remarks. As a 
matter of fact, both were the work 
of a New England clergyman, Elijah 
“Spartacus” was written 
while be was a young theological 
student at Andover in 1842 for the 
rhetoricn] exercises of his class. “Reg- 
ulus” was written three yeurs later 
for a fellow student to speak in a prize 
competition. 

What college youth of these days 
could write such forceful orations? 
These have never been surpassed, and 
in some schools it has become neces- 
sary to bar them from the list at prize 
speaking competitions, so invariably 
do they carry off the prizes. 

Of all the work of Elijah Kellogg 
these alone remain known. Yet he 
wrote thirty wholesome books for boys, 
some of them tales of the woods dnd 
some of school, and was for years 
an eloquent pastor at the Seaman’s 
church in Boston. He might have be- 
come 2 Talmage or a Beecher or a 
Brooks and gained fame in a more 
fashionable pulpit, but clung to the
